In the fourth ot a scries of six muaU 
cal lectures arranged for this w int-jr. 
Dr. Perrin delivered a talk of spv.iai 
interest last evening in the Consorva- 
torium Hall. 

Opening the .siilijeci by showing in 
what a prcal variety ol' v.a\.^ it could 
be treated, he e.vplaiiied Hie ini|iiis?i- 
bility of proper denioiislralinn, refer- 
ring hi.s lisicncr.- to ihc Conservator- 
iiiin Orche-tial eoneerp.. 

"Il must he luiiecded," said l.lr. Per- 
rin, "that a plieuonieiia 1 advance 
has taken place in on lM siial devclgp- 
ment during tbc last hundred years." 
lie goes on to say that long before the 
Christian era there were in existence 
various torjns of string, wind and per- 
cu.-^siou Instruments. In the string 
class we have Ihe present violin, viola, 
double bass and harp, all of which 
were llie descendants of the lute of 
Ihc lOgyptians. Wood wiiiil>-, on the 
other hands, owe their on^'iii to the 
Greeks, it being true thai Hie su-ealled 
riiile- of llie Gri-eKs were ically n ed:.-. 
I'.ias.se.; al^u liad llieiroiimii wiih ihc 
aniienls in lliç I'oiiii of Irmiiiieis, 
1 1 onilione,'^, eti'. The iiimleiu iiercus- 
rion iiistniiiienls came Iro.m the 
drum.--, cymbals, etc.. of the anelcniH. 
Lp lo the cigbtli century Micro I» no 
evidence of ibu bow having been used 
in the string instrument^;. Tbc sound 
was up to Ibon produced entirely \>\ 
the use of bone or ivory "pldkcrs." 

Dr. Perrin then showed in a very In- 
teresting way by means of a lantei n 
how the various modern insirument.-; 
had their counterparts in tiiosr of the 
ancients. Kpyplian frescoes, tireck 
Vr scs and ■^eiilpluie were show n «hii.h 
illustialeil Ihe \arious devilopments 
very slriKiiiRly. (.If special inlei'i .-1 
was the development of the sounding 
lioard and the modern pipe, iustru- 
aieni,-.. 

The fiisi iniigress in tbc evolution 
of the orchestra was marked hy com- 
bining these various instrument.'! into 
one organization. Tlie orchestra was 
I'ir.si used Iu accompany songs. Uy Hie 
Greeks it was used fur this pur|iuse. 
namely, to obtain the liighesi effect uf 
words. Until tho sixteenth century 
the orcliestra was but a fchancc as.^cm- 
blagc. no idea having Ijccn evolve! as 
lo balance or value of any part. Ue- 
giiining Willi Ihe Cliristian eia, orcii s. 
Irai devT^lopiiieni was piir.suctl iiiOe- 
pendenl of the eiiurcli, iiiit aftei the 
Crusades it liecaine evident lliat now 
in.-itriinienis and ideals ''were lu'.io- 
diiced from the Fa.-nl. 

In Italy the first great advance 
was made \\ \\\\ the 'J'ron'oa hues', while 
in Germany with tbc Jlristci ; ingei s. 

Proceeding again wiih liu, jiictiin .-, 
various early orchestras w'.ie shown. 
Although for •100 years lh:rc v.- .13 a 
great varicly in the kinds ot instru- 
ments used, yet there we. u no rules ;io 
to the relative values of c.ilIi. .N.'(jr 
was there any idea oi comhiiiins them. 
In lliOO a small llallnn orehcsiia 
played all together nearly Hiriiiu;i an 
entire number, ninrkint; a disunci ad- 
vance, l.aiei, ill .Muniiverdi's Opeia, 
a large orclie.'lia war. used, but was 
not all used logellier. In JiiTti Hie or- 
cliestra iiciforiiiiii;; I ;^;inilcll,i .Oi'u- 
toviii i-liowed a 111.1 i l.n! li'iidei; y for 
the strings to rcpla.e ilie \\,nd. In 
fact, strings have always been the 
foundation, while wind instruments 
arc used either for contrast or toi 
coloring. 

After \showing on the screen a few 
examples uf wind instruments, Dr. 
Perrin proceeded with the discussion 
of orchestral composition. 

Contrasting Uach, the great conlra- 
punti.<!l, with Handel, lie ;;ave valions 
e.\ani]ile-i o|' each, 'riic hcliirer tliMi 
led on to a di.'^eii.'-MOii ol Haydn, .\|o- 
/.art, Dcethoven, HIeriol and Hie older 
ciiiiipo::eis, giving inleresling ex- 
aiiiples on ihc piano as he went aion?;, 
rrocccding then with the modern com- 
po.scrs, he showed how form, theory 
and design had completely given way 
to color, effect. Impressions, etc., the 
former being compensated for by th; 
latter; 'With examples from Wagner 
and Dvorak, he showed how the moi*- 
eru aim is to create an atmospncrr. 

Dr. Perrin wound up hl.<! lecttn-e by 
a discussion of the New WotUl Sym- 
phony and of Manfred. The latter will 
be played in Montreal at the coming 
.\cw York Syniphony eoncert.

The 148th 



Now that the 148th Overseas Battalion, C.E.F., which is affil- 
iated with the McGill C.O.T.C.. has started active reeniiting, there 
is ample opportunity for the men of McGill who purpose, and can 
SO ovei-seas, to join a unit whose watchword and foundation 
in all its organization hitherto have been completeness and thor- 
oughness. 

Lieut.-Col. A. A. Magee's thought for his battalion is that it 

should aim at a complement acquired, not necessarily at the point 
of the bayonet, so to speak, but by degrees, and consisting of men 
who vtïïl make each other comrades-in-arms, and comradeship and 
esprit de corps in a battalion is a tremendous factor towards add> 
ing to tlie efficiency of the whole unit. 

McGill is not represented in the 148th in mere name, and by a 
formal affiliation. On tlic contrary, the complete fabric vf offi- 
cers, and many of tlic N.C.O. "Backbone," ai'o graduates and un- 
dergraduates of the University. 

While, of course, McGill cannot be expected to contribute the 
bulk of the regiment, the group system of i-ecruiting from amongst 
the students who- are friends of each other can be worked to the 
convenience and comfoii: of the men. Again, the Machine-Gun 
Section and the Sig-nalling Section, about which the College has 
heai'd something recently, both offer an unexampled chance to 
men with brains to use them. For these sections, as has been so 
often said, mere bone and muscle are only one of the necessary 
attributes of the members. • There is no place here for the lengthy 
lout or sluggish yokel. Hapid mental apparatus, and complete 
control of it, is essential. 

No recruiting call can have such a personal and near appeal to 
McGill students as that of the 148th, some of whose very posters 
have been designed by a McGill professor. The germ of this i-egi- 
ment was born in the midst of the University walls, one might say, 
since it has gi'own to such proportions and assumed its fonu in the 
figures of so many of our college professors, graduâtes^ under- 
graduates, and friends.

! My experiences in travejllng were 
j those of an American citizen witboui 
I any official iiosiUon and relying en- 
1 tirely uu ihe usual American passport. 
Upon crossing iuto Germany, I soon 
ifat^ed 10 wonder why Americans rc. 
.-.idiiis in Germany were so earnestly 
and iiatsionaicly devoted to the cause 
of the I'athcriaiid. They knew iudi- 
vidual Germany, had cxpericuccd 
somctliins of its kiudncbs in trouble, 
11= i-ympalliy in hours of taiiues.s. and 
lUcy read of Uclgiuni iu their hume 
papers and simply refused to believe 
it. Why? Because German men are 
not cruel and vindictive. Therefore 
everybody was lying about Germany. 

You cannot stay in Germany a week 
and not catcb sometbing of tbat feel- 
ing. 1 felt profoundly the distinction 
between Qerjuan life and tbe Ocrraan 
machine. My firm conviction gathered 
from numberless impressions, whicb 
would be too tedious to relate, is that 
it was the govcrnincul which made 
war. The people have responded nobly 
and >silb unii.v; but ii is uniformity 
rather than unity. 1 hoped to find in 
Germany what T misled at home- 
some more api>ealing interpretation of 
the GiMinan point of view. To this 
end I lost no opportunities to diseuse 
war issues whenever 1 eould do so 
without impertinence. In the vast ma- 
jority of cuee tbe explanations and 
statements impressed nie with a 
haunting sense of familiarity, I bad 
beard them all advanced before, and 
as a rule less crudely. Tbe unani- 
mous answer as to tbe cause of tbe 
war— England. "England bad deter- 
mined to crush Germany's wbolesotne 
national aspirations, to destroy ber In- 
ternational trade and to bamble ber 
pride. She seized an opportune mo. 
incnt and forced Germany to ti^ht for 



And so wbèa wo discussed 
the bomba\dmeat of Rheims or tbe de- 
■•tructiot> of Louvain, I obtained no 
nc'* lights on any of the.sc subjects — 
oimpiy a repetition of arguments al> 
ready wi4ely circulated in tbe United 
l-^iatcf.

"A certain standiird of physical fitness as a prc-rcquisitc for 
admission to Columbia University is being given serious attention 
by President Butler, of that institution. In his annual report, re- 
cently read, he suggested that Columbia should take the lead in 
this phase of entrance requirements. 

" 'Tlie University is expending each year out of the income 
of its endowment immense sums to supplement the fees paid for 
tuition in order to provide the best possible facilities for college 
and university instruction,' says the report. 'The University 
pv/es to the public and to itself to sec to it that these colossal 
expenditures arc made only upon and in the interest of those who 
ai-c really .tit i)hysically, as, well as mentally, to take advantage of 
the opportunities which the University has to offer, and to make 
appropriate return to the community in the form of pcreonal and 
social service. There is a careful physical examination insisted 
Upon in ihe case of candidates for admission to the military and 
naval academies maintained by the Government of the United 
States. . . . It is a matter well worth earnest consideration whe- 
ther Columbia University should not once more take the lead in 
formulating educational polity, and provide specifically that phy- 
."^ical fitness, as well as intellectual capacity, shall hereafter be 
rei^uired of all candidates for admission to the University in any of 
its parts.' 

"If President Butler thinks Columbia ought to admit only 
physically fit students, he will probably go ahead and adopt a 
policy of c.NcIiision of olliers. just as he abolished football several 
years a^'O. nut llie Daily Illini is of the opinion that he will meet 
y.ilh too many oljstiicles to make his scheme a practicable one.

The war has changed tbiugs. We have 
ceased to discuss the question as to 
whether wc arc or are not a nation.

Washington. D.C.— The school mis- 
tress and the labor union were held 
up to the Senate military affair;- coin- 
miliec as two oC the chief obstaclcL; to 
the development of the reserve army. 
Captain George \'. H. Moieley, of the 
general staff of the army, discu.^s'ng 
for the committee the practicability 
of applying the Swiss universal com- 
pulsory service system to the United 
States, said that the greatest handicap 
to the military training of school boys 
was the fact that most schools have 
school mistresses Instead ot school 
masters. The greatest difficulty en- 
countered in developing tho National 
Guard, he said, will be tbe opposition 
of the labor unions. 

The greatest obstacle to develop- 
ment of the regular nrmj . he aaid, was 
the question of dollars and ccnls — 
men can get more pa.\ uuL-rido the 
army than in it. 

Captain Moseley advocated pbysieaî 
military training iu the ecbools, but 
said military instruction was imprac- 
tical there. Everything possible 
should be done to give extensive mili- 
tary training to boys at the jnost im- 
pressionable age, it was urged, to pro- 
duce boys fit and imbued with a prop 
cr respect for discipline and duty to 
their government,- 

Senator Chamberlaiu called tbe cap- 
tain's attention to the fact that while 
Congress has Jurisdiction over ihe 
boy, it has no Jurisdicliou over the 
schools.

The greatest desert in the world i.s 
about as large as the United Slates 
sad Alaska together. The sand nrcns 
ill the desert are somewhat larger 
thAn Alaska; and the rocky table- 
lands forming most ot the desert nro 
•«l|Ut7bat ,siùaMcr than the Uni'.cd 
Statu.' In> other words, the Sahara is 
made up of about 700,000 square miles 
e< aaad and 2,8.QP,000 square miles of 
rock '■urfac^\^'fpj|||lp' 

It Is net surprising that this error 
hka^gersisted until recently. For 
manj; years, travellers, standing on 
tbis Atlas Mountains or descending to 
tira, northern edge of the desert, saw 
BOtbittg but sand dunes. Mariners 
skirting ,the^At)antic saw nothing ,but 



sand stretching away from the ocean. 
Boatmen on the Red Sea saw endless 
sand back of the high cliffs of north- 
cast Africa. Many persons have been 
taught that the Nile River is the east- 
ern border of the Sahara. The Nile 
and its fertile banks. In fact, arc only 
a green ribbon running through the 
desert which goes on to the eastern 
edge of Africa.

The institution of advanced courses 
in military instruction rather than or- 
ganized military training In American 
colleges Is suggoBlcd by Presldcai. A. 
Lawrence Lowell, ot Harvani Uuiver- 
sily, in his annual, report to iheoojrd 
or overseers. In discussing t'uo best 
plan of preparing college mcn fqrm'ili- 
tary'ser%'lcc in tlrto of war, Prc4ii'';ht 
Lowell saj-s. in part: 

"Our colleges arc obviously nut ^iii'.i- 
ury schools, and canuot ii:oii-rly 
make themselves such. îî it it do., s 
not follow that they ought to treat prc- 
paratioi for liaticnal defenc; as a stu- 
dent activity witi; which they îinve no 
concern. The experience of tho pres- 
ent war seems to have shot^'n that in 
a country that has not univorrr.l com- 
iiulsory service of some' kind ouc ot 
the most pressing needs ia case , of 
war is an ample supply of trained 6t- 
ficor«, and there i.s no bett';.: material 
for iliis purpose than the sludcnls iu 
our colleges. 

Instinvtiuu Question DIfiicull. 

" The qucsiiou of military instruc- 
tion in term time is difficult. A popu- 
lar impression still survives that drill 
is the main point in military traiuins- 
It is, of course, esacnllal, but it forms 
a very minute part of the education of 
an officer; and it is quickly learned, 
as any one who has S'islted the stu- 
dents' camps must' have observed. 
.Moreover, it had 'much bètter be 
taught under military conditions ' like

thirteen days over one of these areas 
without finding water. 

But there are brighter phases even 
of the mldrSahara. Some of thoso 
mountain . ranges, crowning the pla- 
teaus, are high enough to condense, a 
little water' vapor, and streamlets 
come down the hills, creating bits of 
woodland and pasturage at the base. 
These are gardens of Eden amid the 
surrounding desolation, and in such 
places are the habitations of the de- 
sert nomads. The Ahaggar Mountains 
are a blessing amid the vast expanse 
uf desolation. 

Some day tho world will get out of 
the :;abara all the good it has to offer. 
Among the desert sands near Biskra, 
last year, the French had over SOO 
wells, giving life and fruitage to 1.- 
500,000 dale palms. There is a chance 
for immense development of the date 
industry all along the northern edge 
of the desert south of Morocco, Al- 
geria and. Tunis. Frank It; Çana, a 
conservative and authoritative writer, 
says that in time protiably à tenth of 
the Sahara will bo~rcc)aimcd for hu-

"The German universities, which in 
former times were tho home ot liberal 
thought In the Empire, have In recent 
years been slowly but flrnily drawn 
within the net of Prussian Influence, 
They arc State institutions, and suc- 
cess in them came lo those who taught 
what the Slate wished to have taught, 
and who thought the thoughts of the 
Powers that Were. The teachings of 
the Prussian party thus spread 
throughout the body of the people, and 
the doctrines of the right ot might and 
the superman came to have a univer- 
sal and sinister effect. The universi- 
ties having to a great extent losjt their 
power ot free speech, ceased tq^reprq- 
sent the varied phases ot thought of 
the nation to the great detriment of 
the Kmplrc,

t;i'F£GT OF THE 1VAR 0-N BKITISll 
SCHOOLS. 



Londou, Kugland.— At a recent coii- 
fcrence of teachers and others intcr> 
cstcd in education, the effect of the 
war upon the supply ot teachers, and 
upon other aspects of teaching, was 
considered. 

The conference was thoroughly , re- 
presentative, and was under the chan- 
mabship 'of W, Bi Steer, the president 
of the National Union of ' Teachers, 
The following resolutions were pass- 
ed:. That local education authorities 
should be required to make every, ef- 
fort to secure for their schools an 
adequate supply of efficient tcâchers, 
and should therefore be prepared to 
offer .such salary and conditions of 
service as may induce men and wo 
men with practical experience ot 
teaching to return lo.the work during 
the absence of so many teachers on 
sci*vicc. Until every effort has bcsn 
roado to 'obtain qualified teachers, the 
board of education shoiild refuse, to 
approve of the app'olntmciit of Icitcb' 
ers with no experience; 

That the conference is ot opinion 
that there should be no curtailihcnt of 
the provision of higher education, 
evening schools and ïcholarships, in 
view ot the fact that at the close ot 
the war national prosperity will large, 
ly depend on the supply of young citi 
zens well trained for the full dis- 
cbarge of their national obligations. 

That the conference is of opinion 
that the age at which children may be 
exempted from school is already un 
reasonably low, and that furiher re 
duction Is very undesirable. 

It was stated that it was not true 
economy to make children the victims 
of a reactionary policy in education, a 
policy supported by large manufac- 
turers who were having the time ot 
their lives, financially speaking, as 
well as by employers In urban dis- 
tricts who required boy labor. 



FRENCH AVIATORS 
SEE HARD SERVICE 



Corps at Salonica Find Opera* 
tiohà There Are Unuisualiy ^ 
Trying. . . 



Since the war béian, and more 
especially since restrictibi^s bavé been 
imposed on tbn «aie of bier artd splr. 
its, tea-drinking has increased enor- 
mously among I hp Allies. In twèh-e 
months the consumptioa in England 
has risen by nearly 6,000,000 lbs., and 
imports into France are ten times 
greater than they were ..in pre-war 
days. 



Paris, Krancc— An official accoiint 
ot the work accomplisbed by the 
French military aviation corps at Sal- 
onica since the disembarkation of th<! 
French expeditionary force on Oct. )i 
is published in the French press. The 
difficulties which bad to be encoun- 
tered in cstablisblug an aviation paik 
may he imagined, says the commun- 
ique. Greoco having mobillzed^litr 
forces had naturally requisiUoiied^'o 
most suitable ground for the purpose 
Finally, close to the sea, soiio grotind 
was fixed upon and th» wort: of .'-avçi;- 
ing commenced. A s.iiall DecauviUc 
railway was sot up and sheds were 
built. In a week's thne the first 
squadron was ready for active ser- 
vice, and on Oct. SI the first scouting 
expedition took placo in the region of 
Ojevgeli. The other squadrons ar- 
rived in succession, until the general 
in command was funiishcd with the 
force ho had demanded. The flying 
conditions in Macedonia are particu* 
larly difficult; landing places arc very 
■carcc, the country is mountainous 
and the pilots have often to negotiate 
crests 1600 to 3800 meters in hclgh' 
Atmospberic conditions over the clos- 
ed-in valléys are very uncertain and 
the lack of roads makes the provision 
of food difficult. In spite of this, how- 
ever, the aviators have reconnoitered 
to a distance of 120 kilomctors be- 
yond the Bulgarian lines, During No- 
vember they carried out as matty aa !i4 
of these expodltions. They brought 
back valuable observations and photo- 
graphs which proved particularly use- 
ful lo General Sarrail in thj upo:?.- 
tions which he has recently under- 
taken. The aviators have also, either 
separately or in numbers, bombarded 
encampments, notably at Uskub, istip, 
Kara Hodzali, Strumnitza and Petrlc. 
The work of making an adequate map 
of the country has also fallen to the 
avàiators, for at the present time the 
only inap In existence is a very in- 
ferior Austrian production. The 
French communique adds, in cenclus- 
ion, that the jûrganization of the avia- 
tion corps, its activities and the dar- 
ing uf the pilots, aj-e the adjnlratlpn 
of the Greek army. " ''■ ' 7
